Sir, I hope you have received the two books on music sent on Sind 
University address, and- a long letter that explained why v/c decided 
to ove to a suburban town of Esfahan caC/L i Uiahcen Shahr. We are 
still try£ g to adjust to the new place and its little roblcms. 

Besides fluctuations in water and power supply it takes a little 
more tine to get to work; however, we are beginning to understand 
the blessings of having to pay less rent. 

Sir, although I know you are not directly concerned with University 
of Sind, here is something that needs somebody’s attention. Not being 
in contact with any one in University of S ind, I refer this to you for 
your advice. 

A colleague and a friend of mine, Dr, David Nathan Cohen, who has 
a doctorate degree in Language Education/TESL education, has asked 
me to find out if University of Sind or any other Institution in 
Pakistan would be willing to hire right away an expert in Language 
Education to start such a program at B.Ed, M.Ed., and doctoral level. 

Dr* Cohen, as will be obvious from the Vita enclosed, has taught EFL/ 
ESL at a number of American and Asian universities, colleges, and 
schools for the last six years. The institutes include Ohio State 
University, Roosevelt University, Columbus Technical Institute, a 
school in Laos, and Language House in Iran. His present contract 
with the Language House ends September 1976. He would like to work 
for a university which requires him to plan, organize and carry out 
the program of teacher education for language teaching at different 
levels. 'Whereas the present job pays a lot of monojr, it is not 
challenging enough for a person of his credentials and expertise. With 
all his skills in linguistics and language teaching methodology he has 
to teach the unwilling students,"This is my book. That is your book." 
Even if this does not pay as much. Dr. Cohen would rather have a job 
that is more challenging professionally. 

Sir, I don't know if your present duties are in any way related with 
what can be done at the University of Sind. However, I think, if there 
was any way to hire Dr. Cohen for the University of Sind, he could 
begin the program that has been delayed momentarily because of my 
financial problems.

Respected Saeen Dr. Baloch Sahib, 
Assalam Alaikum: 


The manuscript we saw together was written with the Martial Law 
document as the central point in mind. As I had no information 
worth quoting available about the Pirs, they were hardly mentioned, 
except my personal deliberations about the reference to Pir 
Sibghatullah Shah's trial and myrtyrdom. After you discussed the 
manuscripts with me, I started looking at it from an entirely 
different angle. Besides, I got some information through your 
articles in Sanghar Fair 1992 Souvenir, Noor Muhammad Abbasi's 
book, and Khazanatul Ma'arafat we received from Mufti Abdur Rahim 
Sahib, under the circumstances, what I have been working on during 
the last one month has had one central theme: One Hundred Year War 
Against British Colonist Rule (Waged by Pir Pagara Sahibs). In 
order to talk about this one hundred year war, we needed to talk 
about 'The Coming of the Colonists’— . At the moment, then, we 
have : Coming of The Colonists (presently called Chapter 3), and 
The One Hundred Year War... (presently Chapter 4) bringing in the 
lives of major Pirs in the line from Ali Makki, Muhammad Baqa Shah, 
and Muhammad Raashid Shah, and then all the Pir Pagaras. So far, I 
have completed all lives except Pir Sibghatullah Shah the Second— 
the hero of our story, perhaps, to be mentioned under a new chapter 
to be called: 'The Last Battle Against the Colonial Rule’ (as you 
had suggested. The 'One Hundred Year War...’, I borrowed from a 
sentence of Noor Muhammad Abbasi. 

I will need to revise the first two chapters. Perhaps, the portion 
that describes Pir Saeen’s trial will go under the story of 'The 
Last Battle..’ The rest of Chapter One will be incorporated in what 
is Chapter two now— The Attitude of Pakistanis Towards The Hur 
Movement.. Of course this will have to be throughly revised so it 
fits with the One Hundred War... concept of what is Chapter Four 
now. 

At this moment, I don’t know if we want to put this Pakistan vs Huf 
Movement at the beginning of the book or at the end, after the 
entire story has been told. Your advise in this matter will be of 
great help. 

While writing the essay, I had a few questions which needed to be 
answered: 

(1) I was not sure what the titles 'Tajar Dhani’ and 'Mahafey 
Dhani’ meant? 


(2) Pir Hizbullah Shah, appears to have been put under house 

arrest, or a false case was started against him in the court.

Respected Sa’een Dr. Baloch Saheb, 


As usual my time is so mismanaged that I find it hard to find time to write (even to Dr. Baloch). If I were to 
look for a lame excuse, I could say that I was involved in writing a number of talks for RTB (Radio) on Islamic 
themes ranging from Idra Ma’raj, Child-Abuse, Eidul-Fitr, Eidul Adhaha, Pilgrimage, to Islamic New Year. In 
addition to writing these talks, I had to do translation of some passages of Quran for morning recitation with 
translation. During the translation of Surah Hud, I hit upon the idea writing about Prophet Null (Alaihissalam) 
to see how his life was relevant to the days of Muhammad (SAW) and how it is relevant to our own days. This 
turned out to be a 14-part talk of 13-15 minute each. This weekly program will cover about three and a half of 
months and people will hear about nothing but Nuh (AS). (I am afraid, the little interest they have in Islamic 
speeches will go down further to the level of disinterest.) But never mind, it has kept me busy— and God- 
willing there will soon be a book on Null (AS)-- a book larger than the two we have already published. When 
this is done, we can turn to Prophets Hud, Saleh, Shu’aib, and eventually Ibrahim (Alaimissalam). However, it 
will all depend upon the will of God! There is no will and no strength except the will and strength provided by 
God. [Wa maa tawfeeqee ilia billali] and, they say in Brunei, [Wa billalii tawfeeq wal-hidaayah]. Although these 
engagements have sent the Hur movement materials to back-seat (temporarily), the objective insha-Allali, is 
neither out of sight nor out of mind. The stuff is cooking and ripening in my mind. As Mawlan Roomi says 
Muddati een Masanavi taakheer shud 
Muhlatee ba-yast ta khoon sheer shud 

Dr. Moazzam is coming to Pakistan in June. He will be there from 8th June to about 19di or 20th of June. His 
father-in-law, Gliulam Mustafa Baloch is your neighbour- House No. 9. Their telephone number is 781653. He 
could bring for me any books from you. 

Zohra, Iraj, Muneeb, and Uthman are happy in New Zealand. Today I am on my way to Auckland for about 
two weeks. In Nov-Dec they want to come to Brunei- and they want to come to Pakistan as well. Their coming 
to Pakistan will depend upon how much money we have available at hand at that time. I hope to visit Pakistan 
anyhow. If Nov-Dec program can not be arranged for the entire family, I will try to come alone in September. I 
haven’t seen you and other family members and friends for a long time. There are many things to discuss with 
you. God-willing. 

Aftab Nabi’s articles have one positive aspect. Although they don’t show what was going on in the Pir’s camp 
or what Pir and his followers were thinking, he brings out the intrigues the official side was involved— and calls 
them foul intrigues. He is not anti-Pir as Lambrick and Sarah Ansari are. Although his thesis dosn’t go out of 
its way to eulogise die Pir or the Hurs, he doesn’t say anything which would be considered anti-Pir or anti-Hur. 
He presents the information and the evidence that shows how the government was bent upon staging an illegal 
and inhuman drama against the Pir legalising itin their sinister way of bringing in Martial law etc. This kind of 
evidence is exactly what we need. However, we need more such information.

In February I got a call from some friends (Ali Raz Shar and others) to send some article about Surohau 
Badishah for anniversary in March 1998. In this frenzy I went ahead to buy a new computer and a scanner.

Uprising on computer and written my reaction to her points. This can later on be turned into a review and 
the points raised will be used in the book on Hurs. The disadvantage of the new computer is that I have l@st 
touch with the Sindhi program so I couldn't write to you - as I always wanted write to you in Sindhi. —‘ 

Anyway, here are two things: Dr. Khuhro's chapter on Hur Uprising with my comments all over the place 
and the journey to Ratnagiri and my views about its significance. This later work also brings in the two 
themes relevant to our work: the history of propaganda (outlined or started herem but yet to be developed 
fully) and the resources to Hur Uprising: Wisal Muhammad giving a back ground to the martial law 
activities; Aftab Nabi giving us details of the activities of Lambrick and his coteries and how they build the 
case for hanging, etc.. Dr. Khuhro giving us a rare insight into the Sukkur jail conditions, Muslim League's 
attitude towards Pir Sahib, and Ali Muhammad Rashdi's role. Each of these sources brings up something 
different. To this we will add the insight into Hur activities from Lambrick's Terrorist, Deeplai Sahib's 
sanghar, and stories of Hurs our friends are collecting. Dr. Baloch's story gives the background to the Pirs 
and their relevance to the times concerned. Malahar Fakir's stories , Sanghar of Deeplai and Dr. Noor 
Muhammad Marhoom's narrative will provide information about the concentration camps. 

I have got hold of some information about the Lambrick files in India Office Library and how much they 
will cost-- all papers will cost about 4 to 5 lakh rupia or maybe more.
